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MANAGER’S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Springfield, 
Springfield, Vermont. 


I submit herewith to your honorable Board my report for the 
year ending February 1st, 1927. 


I wish the taxpayers might thoroughly appreciate the genu- 
ine loyalty of all municipal employees. Their earnest endeavor, 
devotion to their work and the ever readiness to do an extra hard 
day’s task is a constant marvel and gratification to the Manager. 
I believe this loyalty and interest is quite unusual in municipal 
work. 


Highways 
With the ever increasing traffic and present demand for 
good gravel roads in all parts of our township, the highway 
problem is becoming more difficult each year. Three years ago, 
this department showed a cash balance of better than $3000.00. 
This amount has yearly been reduced and the balance now avail- 
able for next year’s work is $1268.63. I recommend that an ex- 
tra $1000.00, in addition to that provided by law, be appropriat- 

ed for general highway purposes the coming year. 


About $400.00 was expended for new gravel surface just 
south of the Village line and $600.00 for similar work on the 
Connecticut River line, near the Blais property. Adjacent to 
the Tolles property, on this same line, the highway was widened 
and generally improved. Twelve to fifteen inches of gravel was 
applied to this particular section and two culverts materially | 
improved. The State claims on this job were in the vicinity of 
$2700.00. 


In Unselected Highway work an amount somewhat in excess 
of $500.00 was used to complete the improvement on the road to 
Weathersfield Center. The balance of this Unselected money 
(approximately $1000.00) was used in new gravel surface on a 
section of the Pleasant Valley road. 


In Rural work, under the special seven-cent tax, we expend- 
ed $5958.22. In addition, there was used on roads of this type 
better than $2200.00 from general highway funds. 


Between three and four hundred dollars was expended on 
the Power House Hill road. An amount equivalent to this sum 
will be required to put this road in creditable condition the com- 
ing season. 
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The hill road, leading from property of Albert Lawrence 
in West Springfield and continuing to the Merritt farm, was 
very much improved. 

Patrol work on the State lines has cost a very few dollars 
less than the previous year, due to a somewhat shorter season. 
Our State roads, especially the Connecticut River line, are not 
up to their standard of two or three years ago and with the ex- 
tremely heavy traffic it is just a question of time when this line 
will require a bituminous surface treatment. 


Four or five hundred dollars was expended on the sand hill 
west of the Elmer Cutler property on the Chester line. A very 
few inches of gravel surface will complete this job the coming 
summer. I recommend that our State Aid money be expended on 
this road west of the above point. 


Bridges 
The money used in this department has been merely a mat- 
ter of general maintenance and we see no pressing demands for 
permanent work for another year, at least. Many of the small- 
er bridges of four to eight feet span should be permanently im- 
proved with cement construction. 


Equipment 
During August, we traded a two-ton White truck, which had 
seen four years of service, for a new two-ton Mack. With the 
constant demand that all roads be kept open for automobile 
traffic during the winter months, we purchased early in January 
a Fordson tractor with full Caterpillar tread and another Sar- 
gent plow of size adapted to this particular power unit. 


Schools 


A year ago, our school tax was raised from $1.22 to $1.32. 
With this increase, it seemed hardly possible to make our in- 
come balance budget figures. We have, however, by the most 
careful management, on the part of all connected with school 
affairs, been able to finance this budget successfully and show a 
balance of $6492.32, or very slightly more than our balance of a 
year ago. ' 


Cemeteries 
The amount expended for cemeteries is practically the same 
as a year ago. A special appropriation of $800.00 to $1000.00 
will probably be required ‘for the coming year. 
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Poor Department 


We have experienced a rather expensive year in this depart- 
ment, disbursements for outside poor being $4927.03, a figure 
very nearly double of that of the previous year, while farm ex- 
pense has been some $200.00 more than the last year. 


Some reverses in farm operation have reduced our income 
in this department about $400.00 but partially offsetting this is 
a most conservative inventory of live stock, showing an increase 
of $800.00 over last year. 


For varying periods of time, we have cared for six inmates 
during the past year. 


Under the terms of the Harriet F. Wilson Trust Fund, we 
received Jan. 22nd, 1927, $8724.10. This fully reimbursed the 
Town for the entire expense of the Poor Department from Octo- 
ber 3, 1925 to Jan. 3, 1927—or the first year and a quarter under 
said Trust. 


Finance 


Bond payments have been made as follows: Refunding, 
$6000.00. School, $8500.00. 


In addition to this, we have paid a library trust fund note 
amounting to $2558.68. This money represents funds turned 
over to the Town in 1871. These three items make a total debt 
payment of $17,058.68. In addition to this, a cash payment of 
$5000.00 was made November 1st, on the purchase of Sparrow 
property, for library purposes. A grand total of all these items, 
$22,058.68, appears like an unusually good showing, yet much of 
this gain is offset by the balance of $10,000.00 still due on the 
purchase of the Sparrow property. This obligation is covered by 
a Town note, bearing 5% interest, falling due April 1st, 1927. 
It is our plan to include this note in our March borrowings from 
Boston banks. By this method, we hope to carry this debt at a 
rate of interest not in excess of 4%, until next fall, when at 
least one-half of it will be retired, possibly the entire amount, 
depending upon general expense during the year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Directors and Citizens of Springfield: 


A year ago my first report, covering the seven months of 
service previous to Feb. 1, 1926, was submitted for your consid- 
eration. This report covers the past year in full, and aims to 
continue the discussion of several matters discussed quite fully 
in the last report, and to point the way to desirable objectives 
and possible improvements in our schools. 

In the spring and early summer there were several vacancies 
in the High School and the grades to fill. To discuss these 
changes in detail would require much time and space; and it may 
be enough to say that we were fortunate in finding teachers, well- 
prepared and earnest in their work, to fill all the vacancies that 
arose. 

However, mention should be made of the opening of an ad- 
ditional fourth grade in the East School, the closing of the Spen- 
cer Hollow School and the employment of an additional teacher 
in the High School. The addition of teachers for this grade and 
for the High School was due to the large increase in the num- 
ber of pupils, the total being 114 more than a year before. The 
number of children in the Spencer Hollow District had become so 
small that there would have been only five in the first six grades, 
and it seemed best to try the experiment of closing this school 
for a year and transporting by motor bus these children togeth- 
er with the pupils of the High School regularly transported from 
that district. This arrangement has so far been highly satis- 
factory, and I would recommend that it be continued for another 
year. Mrs. Crandall, who had taught the school, was trans- 
ferred to the new fourth grade in the East School. 

In order to secure another classroom in the high school, the 
room used as an office for the superintendent and for the stor- 
age of supplies was taken for this purpose, and a small but very 
satisfactory office was provided by taking a part of the room 
used for the Co-operative Course and connecting it with the 
office of the principal. 

At the South School the number of children in the first 
grade was so large when the schools opened in September that 
it seemed necessary to make some provision for these children 
beyond the one room and one teacher in that school. According- 
ly, a small room, sufficiently large for a working group of first 
grade children, was provided with blackboard, reading and 
phonetic charts and chairs, and an additional teacher was em- 
ployed for the forenoons, to take group after group of children 
into this room for brief periods of careful and intensive drill. I 
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am glad to report that this plan has solved a vexing problem. 
Conditions remaining about the same, I would recommend the 
continuance of this plan for another year. Should there be any 
marked increase in the number of children to enter our first 
grade next fall, another room and teacher on full time will be 
necessary. 

A year ago I spoke in detail and very favorably of the 
athletic and health work in our schools. The good work of Mr. 
Watters and Miss Simeneau continues, while Mrs. Lyndes, who 
succeeded Miss Flemings, has shown interest, energy and effi- 
ciency in her work. The year has been a very successful one for 
our athletic teams, and the support of the public shows no signs 
of diminishing. Once more would I commend the High School 
Alumni Association for its splendid work. I believe there are 
few school systems in which athletic activities are conducted so 
successfully as in ours. 

The Co-operative Course is having another successful year. 
The enrollment is slightly in excess of the very large number of 
students a year ago. The value of this course is generally rec- 
ognized in this community, while boys from other parts of the 
state and from other states as well are constantly showing an 
interest in this course and seeking enrollment in it. One fact, 
however, needs to be kept in mind, namely, that we have reached 
the saturation point, as the shops are taking now the maximum 
number they can provide for. With the demand on the part of 
the boys for this course, our problem is coming to be one of 
higher qualifications on the part of those who want the course. 

Mr. Pierce is conducting a course in vocational teacher 
training similar to the course given last year, with a slightly 
larger attendance than last winter. This work correlates well 
with the Co-operative Course and with the general industrial 
trend of this community, and gives an excellent opportunity to 
those who are teaching or supervising industrial activities and to 
those who are aiming to develop themselves along such lines. 


The Altrurian Club are maintaining an evening school as 
they did last winter, but with two sessions a week for ten 
weeks. These sessions are of two hours each. There is an at- 
tendance of about eighteen, with three classes doing work in 
English. The interest on the part of the men who are taking 
this course is very marked; and a real service to this community 
is being done through this school. : 

The report of a year ago showed an increase of 114 pupils 
over the previous year. This year we have an increase of 73 
over last year. The total enrollment is 1519, distributed as fol- 
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lows: Grades, 997; Junior High School, 223; Senior High School, 
299. It will be noted that this is an increase of practically 200 
in the past two years. With our buildings taxed to capacity, it 
is easy to see that a very difficult problem is presenting itself 
each year as the schools open, necessitating changes within the 
present buildings that we have in order to secure extra room 
for the extra pupils. Next year another fifth grade room will be 
required; the next year an extra sixth, while, as suggested 
above, it may be necessary to open another first grade room 
next fall. For next year, the present number of teachers in the 
High School will probably be sufficient. 

A .year ago certain recommendations were made with a 
view to improving the instruction in our schools. These recom- 
mendations follow, with a brief statement under each as to what 
has actually been done in the past year: 


1. A new basal system of reading. 

The Beacon System of Reading has _ been 
adopted and is in use in our first grades. The re- 
sults to date are very satisfactory. 

2. An up-to-date series of health books. 

One of the best series obtainable has been 

placed in grades 3-6 for supplementary reading 


and study. 
3. More emphasis on Vermont History and Govern- 
ment. 


Latest editions of Conant’s Vermont and of 
the Vermont Historical Reader have been placed 
in the schools. 

4. Encyclopedias for grades and high school. 

Four sets of Compton’s Pictured Encyclope- 
dia have been purchased and are in use in the 
Central, East, South and Junior High Schools. 

5. A microscope for the high school. 

An excellent microscope was purchased soon 

after the report was printed. 


As objectives for the coming year I would recommend: 

1. The extension of the Beacon Method of Reading in- 
to the second grade, the introduction of readers for 
learning to study, and emphasis on silent reading. 

2. A more complete provision for the use of health 
books in the grades. | 

3. More emphasis on Vermont History and Govern- 
ment through the purchase of a few more books and 
of new Vermont maps. 
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4, Two more sets of encyclopedias, one for the North 
Springfield school and one for the high school. 

5. A set of physiological charts for the high school. 

6. Small dictionaries for all pupils in grades 5 and 6. 

7. A judicious and moderate use of standardized tests 
for the measurement of achievement and for diag- 
nosis. 

8. A better organization and co-ordination of the work 
in Geography and History in grades 3-6. 

The past year has been, I believe, a year of progress, but 
constant effort is necessary on the part of teachers, pupils, and 
parents as well, to secure the results that we may fairly ex- 
pect. The above recommendations have to do chiefly with the 
tools of our school work. Intelligence and energy in the use of 
these tools of learning must be a part, and by far the greater 
part, of real educational progress. Things material are only aids 
to true education, very necessary to be sure, but too often over- 
emphasized in the minds of our people. With all our material 
progress, the fact remains that the men and women who are 
doing the work of the day and of the days to come are in large 
measure the product of the country school, the small college, 
or as Elbert Hubbard so aptly puts it, “the University of 
Hard Knocks.” Is it not true that fine buildings and equip- 
ment, new and improved books and methods of instruction, bet- 
ter trained teachers, etc., call for increased ambition and en- 
ergy on the part of pupils and parents? To put the question 
in a different form to illustrate the principle involved,—is a 
magnificent library with its wonderful equipment and its wealth 
of books, a guarantee of general and well-directed reading in 
a community? Are not the American people confronted by a 
very real danger, the danger that has always come in human 
history from great material prosperity? Our material and 
scientific progress is great, and it is well. We would not have 
it otherwise. Is our progress in ambition, energy, moral and 
spiritual things keeping pace? A parent often says, “I don’t 
want my boy to have to work as I did,” forgetting that work 
after all was the great factor in making that parent what he 
is. It is only by effort that we become strong. Let us not for- 
get this in the rearing of our children. 

To all who have in any way contributed to the work of 
the past year—and they are many—I give my thanks.

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NOTIFICATION 


The inhabitants of the Town of Springfield and Town School 
District, who are legal voters in the Town meetings, are hereby 
notified and warned to meet at the Town Hall in said town on 
Tuesday, the 1st day of March, 1927, at 9 o’clock in the forenoon 
to transact the following business: 


Article 1. To receive and act on the reports of the town 
officers and committees. 


Art. 2. To elect town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will make some provision for 
fixing the salaries of the town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To make appropriation for schools, highways, care 
of the poor, present indebtedness of the town, salaries of the 
town officers, and all other purposes for which the law requires 
appropriation or for which the town may legally vote, and to 
vote rates of taxation for the same. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to raise a special tax 
of seven cents on the dollar of the grand list for the permanent 
repair and patrol of unimproved rural highways. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money in addition to the sum now required by law to take 
advantage of the state aid law and if so, how much. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
contract with the state highway commissioner for resurfacing 
state highways and appropriate a sum not to exceed seven 
hundred and fifty dollars for that purpose. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money 
to meet an appropriation that may be made by the state for the 
improvement of rural highways. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of five hundred dollars toward the support of the district nurse 
to be spent under the supervision of the poor department. (By 
request). 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1500.00) to improve the highway 
from White’s Bridge to the Rockingham line. (By request). 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate any 
sum of money for general highway purposes, in addition to that 
now provided by law. ‘ 
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Art: 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars to be expended for rec- 
reation purposes. This money to be expended and controlled 
by a Recreation Commission, to be appointed by the Selectmen. 
(By request). 


Art. 13. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars to defray the expense of 
Memorial Day. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to be used for free scholarships for Springfield students 
in state institutions. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the support of the Springfield 
Community Band (the local Brass Band) to furnish concerts for 
the coming summer under such conditions as the selectmen may 
prescribe. (By request). 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will appropri- 
ate for the support of the Springfield Town Library in addition 
to what the town is already bound by contract to pay. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of five hundred dollars for the benefit of the Springfield 
Fair. (By request). 


Art. 18. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
eight thousand dollars ($8000.00) towards the support of the 
Springfield Hospital. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) to be used to help pay a foreman’s 
salary, while he is employed in protecting white pine from the 
blister rust disease in the Town of Springfield, Vermont. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to accept the gifts or 
trust funds for cemetery purposes, according to conditions at- 
tached to said gifts or trusts for the perpetual care of the follow- 
ing lots: Fred D. Smith Estate, $100.00; Abbie L. Burditt, 
$50.00; Amos P. Fairbanks, $50.00; Thomas Horton, $50.00; 
Sanford Peck, $50.00; David R. Smiley, $50.00; Cornelius Cain, 
$100.00; Merrill J. Percy Estate, $100.00; Lewis and Abbie Pierce 
Herrick, $100.00; Furnham and Leland, $100.00; Bezar F. and 
Susie Wood, $100.00; Clark C. Parker, $50.00; Hastings Damon,

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Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will appro- 
priate for the care of cemeteries the coming year. 


Art. 22. To see if the town school district will vote to re- 
tire 10% of the town school district bonds, due October 1st, 1927, 
and to pay interest on said bonds and raise a tax therefor. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to retire six thou- 
sand dollars refunding bonds, due December 1st, 1927, and to pay 
interest on said bonds and to raise a tax therefor. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to pay taxes to the 
town treasurer. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will authorize the town treas- 
urer to borrow money subject to the approval of the selectmen 
to meet the requirements of the town for the ensuing year. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will authorize the town treas- 
urer, subject to the approval of the board of school directors, to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes already rated to meet the 
requirements of the town school district for the ensuing year. 


Art. 27. To do any other business that can be legally done 
under this warning. 


Voting for town officers is by Australian ballot and will be 
continuous from nine a. m. to two p. m., when the polls will be 
closed.
